In  the  first  -game  the 
Mules,  captained  by  Lloyd  Hollar,  will 
meet  the  Pedagogs,  led  by  Coach  Law¬ 
rence.  The  second  game  will  be  be¬ 
tween  Donald  Berst’s  Headlights  and 
Hay  Ferguson’s  Pirates. 

Tomorrow  afternoon  there  will  be 
two  more  games.  The  first  will  be 
between  Donald  Dowell’s  Bulldogs  and 
Henry  Iba  and  his  bears,  while  the 
second  will  be  between  Will  Smith’s 
Lozenges  and  the  Indians,  led  by  Fin¬ 
ley. 

The  first  game  this  afternoon  should 
be  one  of  the  drawing  cards  of  the  tour¬ 
nament,  for  Coach  Lawrence’s  team  is 
made  up  of  faculty  members.  The  di¬ 
rector  of  athletics  has  announced  that 
the  following  men  will  be  on  his  squad:

Meeting  Held  Last  Wednesday. — So¬ 
cial  Hour  Afterward. 

‘.‘ Co-operation  between  householders 
of  Maryville  and  the  administration  of 
the  College  is  one  of  the  greatest  fea¬ 
tures  of  the  approved  house  system,” 
Dean  Barnard  told  more  than  a  hun¬ 
dred  liouile  mothers  at  a  meeting  held 
in  the  College  auditorium  last  Wed¬ 
nesday  afternoon. 

The  meeting,  a  regular  affnir  each 
quarter,  was  one  of  the  most  beneficial 
over  held,  Miss  Barnard  said.  She 
spoke  highly  of  the  interest  displayed 
by  the  women  of  Maryville,  and  of  the 
fact  that  they  all  reflected  an  interest 
in  the  girls  in  their  homes  and  a  desire 
to  co-operate  with  the  school. 

‘‘Education  is  not  a  mere  matter  of 
book  knowledge,”  tho  Dean  said.  ‘‘Wo 
must  learn  to  live  together,  all  working 
on  the  same  big  job— making  worthier 
citizens  of  the  state. 

‘‘The  house  mother  must  think  of 
tho  girl  in  her  home  as  a  future  moth¬ 
er  and  homemaker.  Women  of  Mary¬ 
ville  have  a  great  opportunity  to  do 
social  work  in  this  unsettled .  period 
by  showing  tlie  girls  wlmt  true  homo 
life  is.  .

Dr.  Curtis  Tells 
State  Physical 
Education  Plan 

Missouri  Director  Stresses  Starting  of 
.  Training  in  Early  Life.— Speaks  at 
Assembly  Last .  Wednesday  Morning. 

Reasonable  development  of  the  mus¬ 
cular  and  vital  systems,  proper  motor 
coordinations,  a  development  of  a  psy¬ 
chological  attitude  towards  games  that 
will  create  a  desiro  to  continue  with' 
them  after  school  days,  a  positive 
health-building  program  and  a  develop¬ 
ment  of  type  of  beauty  which  ‘‘won’t 
wear  off,  ’  ’  ‘  were  given  by  Dr.  Henry 
S.  Curtis,  state  physical  education  di¬ 
rector  in  liis  talk  in  Assembly  last 
week  as  tlie  main  points  iu  Missouri’s 
physical  -education  program. 

“The  best  training  for  adult  citizen¬ 
ship  is  child  training  on'  tho  play¬ 
ground,  ’  ’  Doctor  Curtis  said. 

‘‘Early  habits  are  hard  to  break,” 
lie  continued.  ‘‘It  is  hard  to  teacli 
honesty,  courtesy,  nnd  fairness  iu  liigli 
school  and  collego  in  the  wjjn-ld  of  bus¬ 
iness  if  these  have  not  been  taught 
in  early  childhood.  Tho  playground 
is  the  ideal  place  to  inculcate  such 
ideals  in  the  minds  of  youth.” 

Doctor  Curtis  laid  such  emphasis  up¬ 
on  teaching  tho  kinds  of  games  in 
school  which  the  student  could  continue 
to  play  after  liis  school  days.  Among 
these  lie  urged  swimming,  tennis,  soc¬ 
cer,  and  particularly  volley  ball,  ivliifili 
can  be  played  in  tlio  backyard.  He 
told  of  tho  increasing  need  of  games  for 
oxcrciso  for  children  because  CO  per 
coat  of  our  population  is  in  towns  of 
over  2,500  and  they  do  not  liavo  the 
wood  to  saw  and  farms  to  work  on 
which  their  fathers  had.  Child  labor 
laws  in  many  states,  which  prohibit 
children  under  fourteon  years  working, 
have  increased  tho  problem  of  provid¬ 
ing  healthy  exercise. 

Doctor  Curtis  is  a  .strong  supporter 
of  athletics  and  n  physical  education 
program  in  high  schools  and  colleges 
but  ho  believes  such  a  program  should 
start  in  tho  eloinentary  schools,  where 
it  is  most  neodod.  A  child’s  interests 
nre  chiofly  motor,  ho  says.  It  learns 
by  imitation  an  dis  a  voritablo  dyna¬ 
mo  of  activity  and  energy.  Tho  worst 
thing  wo  can  do,  ho  thinks,  is  to  mako 
children  bo  still  for  long  periods  of 
timo,  for  that  is  tho  ono  thing  which 
thoy  can’t  do  and  many  children  have 
brokon  down  beenuso  of  enforced  in¬ 
hibition  of  thoir  natural  desiro  for  ac¬ 
tivity.

Cooper.  Within  the:  next  two  or  throo 
weeks  judges  will -be  selected  to  choose 
tlie  best  book  and  the  winners  will  be 
announced  and  prizes  awarded  about 
tho  first  of  July.  Tho  first  prize  of 
$100  in  gold  has  been  given  each  year 
by  C.  J.  Colden  of  Los  Angeles,  a  for¬ 
mer  editor  and  business  man  of  Mary¬ 
ville,  wlio  has  been  interested  in  this- 
work  for  a  good  many  years.  The  soc¬ 
ond  prize  will  be  ‘‘The  Book  of  Rural 
Life,”  valued  at  $79.50  and  is  given 
by  C.  D.  Bellows  and  Sons,  prominent 
Shorthorn  breeders  of  Nodaway  Coun¬ 
ty. 

Tho  first  prize  last  year  was  won  by 
Elmo  William  Miller  of  Bogard  and 
second  prize  of  $50  offered  by  ‘the 
Farmers  Trust  Co.  was  won  by  Mar¬ 
garet  Courtney  of  Jameson.  John  F. 
Case,  editor  of  the  Missouri  Ruralist, 
and  president  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture,  .was  final  judge  of  tlie 
notebooks  last  year  and  came  to  Mary¬ 
ville  to  make  the  awards  in 'person.

I  complaints  about  football,  nnd  his  pro¬ 
posals  for  a  better -system,  ‘‘I  love 
athletics,”  he  insists.  ‘‘I  love  tho  vir- 
nllty,  tho  manliness,  tho  thrill,  the 
nerve,. , . .  but  I  coni  enjoy  them  more 
if  certain  outstanding  nnd  inherent 
evils  were  abolished. . .  ” 

Football  is  an  insatiable  mistross, 
Burris  complains...  ‘‘Who  ever  hgard 
of  trying  to  study  hard  during  a  foot¬ 
ball  season?”  he  demands..  The  athlete 
is  ingenious  in  his  methods  for  prevent- 1 
ing  studios  fro  minterfering  with  his 
education.  ”  After  the  Season  is  over, 
notebooks  are  copied,  outlines  studied.. 


When  a  person  is  studying  for  marks 
rather  than  knowledge  it’s  hard  to 
know  what  to  botlior  with  nnd  what  to 
omit.”  . 

After  the  season  tho  relentless  coach 
issues  a  call  for  winter  footbnll,  follow¬ 
ed  by  spring  practice.  Basketball  and 
certain  other  sports.nro  just  as  exact¬ 
ing.  Any  sport  a  collegian  entors  into 
becomes  a  profession  with  him.  Dar¬ 
ling  an  athlete’s  college_dnys  much  more 
attention  is  given  to  his  sport,  than 
to  any  subject  or  any  semostcr  of  sub¬ 
jects  in  his  college  course. 

How  change  football?  Boplnco  fresh¬ 
men  nnd  sophomoro  gym  with  compul¬ 
sory  sports,  Burris  advises.  Limit,  in¬ 
tercollegiate  competition  to  Juniors  and 
Seniors.  Limit  each  sport  to  its  season. 
Limit  daily  pnrctico  for  each  sport  to 
,two  hours.  Limit  cnch  student  ,  to  one 
inter-collegiate'  sport.  Anil  finally,  give 
student  nnd  faculty  greater  control  of 
athletics. 

Tho  Burris  proposals  are  published  in 
pamphlet  form,  by  tho  Wisconsi  Union. 


This  is  tho  first  systematic  reform  pro¬ 
posal  to  come  from  a  footbnll  player.
